The BCE pro- 
gram is designed to ensure that 
high shcool graduates have ac- 
quired certain minimum skills he- 
fore they are awarded diplomas. 

In addition to passing the grad- 
tion examination, students must 
also earn the necessary Cumegic 
units required for receiving a diplo- 
ma. 

"The maintenance of high puss 
ing rates is good news, Teague 
added, “since our goal is to have all 
regular students pass this test of 
minimum competency prior to their 
exit from high school.”

HOLIDAY BOWL GAME PAR- 
TIES 

One of the great holiday events 
is the scemingly endless string of 
collegiate bowl games. Friends 
gather at each other's homes to 
cheer on their favorite team while 
eating a variety of foods, ranging 
from snacks to meats to desserts. 

However, to avoid possible food 
poisoning, with its unpleasant 
symptoms of abdominal cramps, 
vomiting and diarrhea, proper plan- 
ning and preparation should be fol- 
lowed. 

And to avoid having to cook and 
miss part of the game, buy party 
trays or desserts from the local deli 
or grocery store. But, remember, in- 
stead of buying one or two large 
trays, buy several small platters, 
and while one is placed out for the 
guests the others are safely stored 
in th refrigerator. 

As the food diminishes, refill the 
trays from the refrigerator or re- 
place the food at cach quarter of the 
football game so you won't miss 
any of the action, Never allow 
foods to remain out more than two 
hours at room temperature - - this 
will promote bacterial growth. 

If you must cook, select foods 
which can be prepared prior to the 
holiday get-together to avoid being 
in the kitchen on game day. 

Remember the golden rule of 
food safety: keep cold foods cold 
(below 40 degrees F.) and hot 
foods hot (above 140 degrees F.). 

With these few hints and a litde 
planning, you can have a safe holi- 
day party and, instead of spending 
time in the kitchen, you can spend 
it with your friends watching the 
game.

POINSETTIA - THE CHRIST- 
MAS FLOWER 

More than any other plant, the 
poinsettia has become almost syn- 
onymous with Christmas, Legend 
has it that on a Christmas Eve long 
ago, a little Mexican girl wanted 
more than anything a present, a fine 
gift to the Christ Cfild at the 
church service that evening. 

Being poor, she had only a bou- 
quet of common roadside weeds. 
As she approached the altar howev- 
er a miralce happened - - the weeds 
burst into beautiful blooms, They 
were called Flores de Noche Buene 
(Flower of the Holy Night). We 
call them poinsettias, 

While the poinsettia remains a 
symbol of Christmas in many parts 
of the world, it was actually cuilti- 
vated in Mexico by the Aztecs long 
before Christianity came to the 
western hemisphere, The plant was 
called Cuetlaxochitl by the Indians 
and was prized for its brilliant col- 
or. 

Dye was made from the flowers 
and a medicinal preparation to 
counteract fever from latex con- 
tained in the plant. 

Poinsettia is a member of the 
spurge family, Euphorbiacea, The 

, showy red portion of the plant, pop- 
ularly referred to a the flower, con- 
sists of modified leaves or bracts. 
The real flowers are small, almost 
inconspicuous yellow-green clus- 
ters in the center of the bracts. 

Poinsettias were first introduced 
into the U.S. in 1925 by Joel Rob- 
ert Poinsett, then U.S. ambassador 
to Mexico. A botanist, Poinsett sent 
plants to his home in Greenville, 
SG 

He distributed plants to several 
botanical gardens and horticultural 
friends, among them John Bartram 
of Philadelphia. Bartram, in turn, 
gave plants to Robert Buist, who is 
credited with first growing poinset- 
tias for commercial use. 

Today's modern poinsettias are 
much improved over their ances- 
tors. Plant breeders have been suc- 
cessful in developing sturdier varie- 
ties, now grown in many sizes and 
containers including mini- 
poinsettias, tree forms and hanging 
baskets. Although red remains the 


“most popular color, white, pink, 
and variegated varieties are also 
avialable. 

To increase the life of poinset- 
tias indoors, place the plant in a 
room with as much natural light as 
possible, Avoid placing the plant in 


drafts or near heat from appliances, 
radiators or heating ducts, Opti- 
mum daytime temperatures are 70. 
75 degres F; nighttime tempera- 
tures should not be allowed to drop 
below 55 degrees F. 

To avoid breakage, select a 
place for the plant out of the way of 
children and pets, Place the plant in 
a waterproof container or saucer to 
protect floors and furniture, Water 
thoroughly when the soil is dry to 
the touch; discard excess water, Do 
not rewater until the soil is slightly 
dry. Plants properly cared for 
should last several weeks or longer. 


DORMANT SPRAYS 

Dormant sprays are essential to 
keep the trees healthy. Probably 
more backyard fruit trees are killed 
by pests that could have been con- 
trolled with dormant sprays than 
from any other cause. 

Scale insects must be controlled 
on peaches ifyou expect to have 
healthy trees. White peach scale is 
probably the most damaging to 
peaches, Dormant sprays can be ap- 
plied anytime during the dormant 
season except when freezing tem- 
peratures are expected within 24 
hours. 

Superior oil is effective against 
all scale insects but does not con- 
trol diseases. Make a second oil ap- 
plication two weeks after the first 
one for effective control of white 
peach sale, Adding Dursban to your 
superior oil makes it even more ef- 
fective.

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As 1989 slips into the past, we - 
take a look back in time. We take 
time to review some of the events 
of the year as they were recorded 
on the front pages of The Elba 
Clipper: 


JANUARY 


January 5 - An Elba man, Da- 
vid Stinson, who was allegedly at- 
tacked by an inmate at the Coffee 
County Jail following his arrest on 
misdemeanor charges on Christmas 
Eve, 1986 , has filed a one million 
dollar lawsuit against the city and 
county officials. No court date has 
been set conceming the suit. 


January 12 - A 70 year-old 
Elba man, Robert Timothy Gray, 
died from smoke inhalation Friday 
afternoon, January 6, when a fire 
swept through his brick home locat- 
ed on Taylor Mill Road, Witnesses 
at the scene reported hearing the 
elderly man screaming for help as 
the fire spread, but all efforts to 
save him were prevented by the 
blaze. 


January 19 - The Coffee 
County Commission met in a spe- 
cial adjourned meeting on Monday, 
January 16, at the courthouse in 
Elba and elected Billy Eagerton as 
the commission's new chairman. "I 
appreciate the confidence you have 
shown in me, " Comm, Eagerton 
told the commissioners, " and I will 
do my best to live up to those ex- 
pectations.” 


January 26 - William Scar- 
brough was named — building in- 
spector for the city of Elba. The 
city has been without an official in- 
spector for several years. Moore 
said, "It is time to start enforcing 
the building code." 


FEBRUARY 


February 2 - The Alabama 
Legislature will begin its regular 
session on Tuesday February 7 and 
according to Representative Jimmy 
Holley the legislators should be in 
agreement over the need to pass a 
budget that all state agencies could 
work with, 


February 9% - Willie Simmons 
"Billy Boy" Jackson, age 38, was 
found guilty of capital murder in 
the death of 87-year-old Elmo Rob- 
erts and also four counts of forgery 
second degree. Judge McAliley 
will announce his sentence at the 
March 14 hearing. 


February 16 - Elba School 
Board listens as over 75 eleventh 
grade students and parents voice 
their displeasure with administra- 
tive decisions concerning the loca- 
tion of the annual junior-senior 
prom, The Group was upset over 
the choice of locations the juniors 
were given for holding the prom 
and what they perceived as a poor 
attitude of coooperation from the 
administration and some of the jun- 
ior sponsors. 


February 23 - An Elba police 
officer, Dale Cobb, is in good con- 
dition and out of a Dothan hospital 
this week after being stabbed in the 
chest Friday night while attempting 
to make an arrest. According to 
Elba Police Chief Freddie Han- 
chey, a caller had reported a do- 
mestic disturbance at Razoo's, a 
nightspot in the Mullberry Heights 
section of Elba, and officers Dale 
Cobb and Patrick Norris answered 
the call. 


MARCH 


March 2 - Commission told by 
state to cloSe" Rowe Bridge", the 
county's only wooden still open to 
traffic. It failed to meet minimum 
standards. County engineer Mark 
Pool told the commission that the 
state highway experts recommend- 
ed the bridge be closed immediate- 
ly and Pool made the same recom- 


March 9 - A mobile home lo- 
cated in north Coffee County near 
the Frisco Community was com- 


pletely destroyed Sunday night by a 
tommado that apparently skipped 
across the county and then caused 
heavy damage in Pike County. 
There was no one injured in the 
mobile home - the occupants had 
left earlier because of the threat of 
severe weather, 


March 16 - Chemical techni- 
cians conduct inspection of labs at 
Elba City Schools looking for im- 
properly stored, outdated or unla- 
beled hazardous chemicals. This is 
being done state-wide. 


March 23 - James Gibbs, age 
25, of Elba is among several men 
missing following an explosion and 
fires aboard two offshore drilling 
platforms in the Gulf of Mexico on 
Sunday night. Gibbs’ wife, Shan- 
non and 2-year-old son Ryan, live 
in Elba, as does his father Douglas. 
A brother, Billy Gibbs, also works 
for the same firm, Atlantic Rich- 
field Oil Co. 


March 30 - A jawsuit was filed 
by 42 former employees of Dorsey 
who were not among the rehired in 
March 1987 when the trailer manu- 
facturing firm was purchased as a 
spin-off from the parent company. 
The suit claims the workers ap- 
pealed their problem to the local 
union office and also to the national 
headquarters, but didn't get the re- 
sults they wanted. 


APRIL 


April 6 - The New Brockton 
City Council met on Monday night, 
April 3, at City Hall and again dis- 
cussed possible problems in the 
city's police department. Council- 
man Laymon Tindol told the mayor 
and council that patrolman Jerry 
Gilbert was released after a state 
agency questioned the legality of 
his employment, but reported there 
was a vacancy in an upcoming po- 
lice academy set to begin April 17 
and recommended that Gilbert be 
re-employed effective April 16 and 
he be sent to the academy.

April 20 - Alleged mishandling 
of funds prompts meeting with au- 
ditors in New Brockton. Council- 
man Lee expressed no faith in the 
city's auditors and made a motion 
that a state audit be conducted of 
city funds either through the state 
auditor's office or through the state 
examiner's department. 


April 27 - Employees of the 
Elba Post Office were honored last 
week by the United States Postal 
Service for completing the second 
quarter of fiscal year 1989 without 
experiencing an accident during 
city or rural delivery. 


MAY 


May 4- A 19-year-old inmate at 
the Coffee County Jail, in Elba, 
who escaped early Friday morning, 
after vaulting over a 12-foot fence 
surrounding the facility, apparenuy 
decided after 24-hours on the run 
that he had enjoyed all the freedom 
he could stand as he made his 
whereabouts known in the pre- 
dawn hour Saturday morning and 
turned himself in to Elba police au- 
thorities. 


May 11 - Generating electricity 
at the Elba hydro plant was again 
on the agenda for the Elba’ City 
Council Monday evening as Mr. 
James Chunney, of Pea River Asso- 
ciates, updated the group on his 
progress in getting the federal per- 
mits and licenses reactivated to al- 
low work to move forward on the 
project. 


May 18 - The body of Retha 
Mae Hines, age 49, was discovered 
in the living room of her home on

May 25 - Alabama Governor

JUNE 


June 1 - Vietnam Vets Honored 
- A "Memorial Day” ceremony was 
held on Monday, May 29, 1989, at 
the Veterans’ Memorial Park locat- 
ed on the grounds of the National 
Security Insurance Company to 
honor the soldiers from Coffee 
County that served the nation dur- 
ing the Vietnam Era. 


June 8 - Large crowds, an est- 
mated 450 people, took part in last 
weekend's "River Rides" on the Pea 
River. The rides were sponsored by 
SEABASS and donations were ac- 
cepted to help revitalize the river. 


June 15 - Elba Police Chief 


Freddie Hanchey reported that the 
Elba Police Department received a

To 
test the area agencies, a mock dis- 
aster was staged near the old Da- 
mascus School grounds at the in- 
tersection of Co. Road 43 and Hwy.

August 31 - The Coffee County 
Commission in regular session on

The case re- 
ported involved a 17-year-old male 
living in the Jack Community and 
was diagnosed promptly. 


September 21 - Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore, who also serves as Su- 
perintendent of the Water & Elec- 
tric Deparunent, said last Thursday 
afternoon he was again declining to 
accept a $500 per month check 
from the utility. 


September 28 - The Coffee 
County Commission met in regular 
session on Monday, Sept. 25, at the 
courthouse in Elba and voted to 
employ an Enterprise firm to de- 
sign plans for a new county jail to 
be constructed in New Brockton. 
The jail, which carries a price tag 
of $3 million, includes cells for up 
to 125 inmates and is cicular in de- 
sign. 


OCTOBER 
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Board of Education met in a special 
session on Tuesday, September 26, 
and adopted a $3.7 million budget 


for the 1989-90 fiscal year. The 
budget was less than last year’s, 
which topped the $4 million mark. 


October 12 - Melissa Brooke 
Grantham, Little Miss Elba, placed 
was second runner-up in the Little 
Miss Peanut Pageant in Dothan last 
Thursday night, October 5. She is

October 19 - The Coffee 
County Department of Human Re- 
sources has released its monthly 
bulletin for September and in the 
monthly report county director Ron 
Smith stated that while the depart- 
ment was continuing to receive aid 
from the Coffee County Commis- 
sion, additional work and space 
was needed to better serve the cit- 
zens of Coffee County. 


October 26 - Last week's tragic 
earthquake in California touched 
the hearts of people across the na- 
tion, even though the scenes in San 
Francisco and Lakeland seemed 
like little more than a horror movie 
to many.
